From this order Paul had ap­ 
pealed to the Emperor, knowing that 
the Jews meant to kill him on the way. 
—Ch. 2 5 : II. 
As soon as a sufficient number of 
prisoners had been received the Gov­ 
ernor detailed the Centurion, Julius, 
and a squad of soldiers to take them to 
Rome. Ch. 27: 1-2. 
There were then 
no regular lines of ocean travel, the 
only means of passage was hy the 
fading vessels, which went when and 
where their owners directed. 
W e can easily trace their route on 
the map. 
One day’s sail brought them 
lo Sidon. 
Leaving there the attempt 
was made to sail directly to Myra, a 
distance of about 4<K) miles, leaving

But in the case of the 
soaring birds, such as vultures and 
eagles, the horizon, the natural lim it of 
sight, is enormously extended. 
Macgillivray early noted that though 
birds of prey have orbits of great size— 
the ey eball of the common buzzard be­

inches in diameter— they do 
not, as a rule, soar when seeking their 
piey . 
The eagle when hunting flies low, 
just as do the sparrow hawk and the 
henharrier. 
Yet the vultures and con­ 
dors, birds which adm ittedly do soar 
when seeking food, have txxui proved to 
find carrion by sigh t 
A carcass was 
covered with canvas and some offul 
placed upon it. 
The vultures saw this, 
descended and ate it and then sat on the 
covered portion within a few inches of 
a putrid carcass. When a hole was made 
in the covering, they saw and attacked 
the f(X>d below. 
But the rapid congre­ 
gation of vultures from a distance to a 
carcass is probably due to their w atch­ 
ing their neighbors, each of which is 
survey ing a lim ited area. 
Charles Dar­ 
win pointed out that in a level country 
the height of sky commonly noticed by

R em in iscen ce» o f th e Civ il W a r R e la ted 
by an Old S o ld ier.

Then 
they turned the cart around again, and 
one man got inside the shafts, with the 
crosspiece aganst his waist belt, and 
the other man got behind to push. Tin 
all smiled again when they started 
wounded man and till 
“ It beat backing him out of sight, 
was dry weather, and the roads were 
sandy , and up hill and on the level the 
wheeling was hard. 
But there 
more down 
hill than there 
places where they had to hold back 
and it was all immensely more com 
fortablo for the wounded man, and so 
they got him back to camp and to the 
surgeon again. 
But he died after all.

FORT UNES FROM GARBAGE 


S cien ce C o nv ert» th e R e fu te a f Cltie» In to 
Steam , F ertilizer» , So ap, Ktc, 
William George Jordan, writing on 
“ Wonders of the W orld’s W aste,” in 
The Ladies Home Journal, say s: “ Tin 
garbage of a great city is worth 
a for 
tune every y ear if properly utilized. 
In 
St. Louis the refuse is placed in cnor 
moos vertical cy linders, surrounded by 
steam jackets, which evaporate the 75 
to 8 0 per ci*nt of water in the garbag« 
The fatty substances are dissolved, and 
as the result of a number of processes a 
fertilizer is produced which is worth 
from $0 to $12 per ton, the demand ex­ 
ceeding the supply . 
One of the purest 
and best soaps of the country was made 
of garbage grease before cottonseed oil 
entered the field. 
It is now proposed t< 
light London by electricity for nothing. 
It now costs that city $1.08 (4s. 8 d.) to 
get rid of a ton of garbage. A combina­ 
tion of rollers and other apparatus has 
been devised that can burn the garbage 
at 24 cents (1 shilling) per ton and gen 
crate steam sufficient to run enough d y ­ 
namos to light the entire city . 
London 
can thus save 3s. Hd. on each ton and 
in addition illum inate its city without 
cost. Garbage, by a machine called the 
dust destructor, is converted into clink 
ers, which can be used for roadway s, as 
artificial stone for sidewalks and as 
sand for m ortar and cenn nf. 
Iu Paris 
the invisible particles of iron, worn 
from wheels and from the shoes of 
horses, are rescued by passing powerful 
magnets through the sweepings. ” 


A Visio ii o f th e F u tu re. 
Clarence King, formerly chief of the 
United States geological survey , say s; 
“ The time is not far distant when 
a man can start out of Denver and 
travel to Klondike, stopping every night 
at a m ining camp. Already t wo A m eri­ 
can stam p mills are pounding away on 
the borders of the strait of Magellan, 
and the day is approaching when a 
chain of m ining camps will extend from 
Cape Horn to St. M ichael’s.

which will open up vast resources and 
will be the grandest the earth lias ever 
known.

Her father is the Rev . J. K. McLean, 
D D., who has been in California for 
b o y ears and is known all ov er the west.

For 25 y ears he was pastor 
of the most powerful church of that de­ 
nomination on the coast- and is now 
president of the Pacific Theological 
seminary . 
From her father Miss McLean in­ 
herited a penchant for book learning 
and the study of science and the la n­ 
guages.

She went nex t to Cambridge, whero sho 
took postgraduate work at the Harv ard 
annex , and a y ear ago went to Europe, 
partly for her health and partly to 
study . Mrs. McLean went from Califor­

instruefcorship in English at Stanford 
came to Miss McLean. 
It was secured 
for her by certain powerful friends, who 
arranged to hav e it held open for her 
until her return from Europe.

tha t time Miss McLean’s tastes had led 
her in literary and classic paths, but 
she had had no definite aim in her 
preparation. 
She ex pected, v aguely , to 
teach, but just what or where bad not 
entered iuto her calculations. 
Miss McLean went first to England, 
where she entered the Ox ford college 
annex . 
Later she studied in Berlin and 
trav eled ex tensiv ely . 
Her health im ­ 
prov ed rapidly , and she paid close a t­ 
tention to the methods in the v arious 
foreign institutions where she was a 
specia l student. 
At Stanford Miss Mc­ 
Lean is to be an adjunct to the chair of 
English literature. 
For the present her 
work w ill be confined to freshmen and 
sophomores, and she w ill do nothing 
but correct and comment upon themes. 
Gradually she w ill hav e instructing to 
do and so become a full fledged a ssist­ 
ant professor. 
Miss McLean is a good

This is a bold v enture, as it inv olv es 
an enormous amount of original work. 
JSinee the compilation of the last census 
at least 1 0,000 wom en’s clubs and so­ 
cieties hav e sprung into being in the 
United States. No one knows the ex act 
number of their organization, but in­ 
complete lists kept by those interested 
in the mov ement show that more than 
1 00 clubs each hav e been formed upon

Ninety -nine women out of 100 in Amer­ 
ica a light from a street car in such 
manner that if the v ehicle were to start 
while they were in the act they would 
be thrown to the ground.

Last winter a business woman’s ex ­ 
change was started in Chicago under 
the management of Miss Virginia Dix ­ 
on. 
It is simply a co-operation among

workers as w ell as opportunity . 
The 
business woman’s ex change also real­ 
izes the necessity of finding other lines 
of work for many now struggling in the 
business world who are not fitted for 
it. 
Many av enues for employ ment, as 
seamstresses, v isiting milliners, v isiting 
gov ernesses, cure of bric-a-brac, etc., 
can be opened up where many now 
struggling in the ordinary trades o« mld 
make a better liv elihood. All applicants 
at the ex change are tested before being 
sent out, and if not competent urged to 
take up something else. 
The clubs backing this office are the 
Ogontz, the Wildwood, the Ursula, tho 
National Association of Women Stenog­ 
raphers, the Vassar Alumni association, 
the Progressiv e, the Mutual Benefit, the 
Fellowship, the Jane, the Occident, the 
Mazzini and the Altura. 
When all the 
social clubs of the city open for winter 
they w ill send in much work, and mean­ 
w hile the v acation work of supply ing 
substitutes is ex pected to support the 
ex change. When one department is well 
established, another w ill be opened, un­ 
til as many fields of work hav e beeu 
cov ered as possible The capital to start 
the enterprise was raised among the 
cl ubs.

Although fine, double damask, with 
serv iettes to match, is nev er old fash 
ioned, a great many housewiv es who 
are replenishing their linen closets this 
fall are selecting Scotch and Irish lin ­ 
en made just a little larger than the 
table and hanging down an equal d is­ 
tance a ll around. 
The cloth is hemstitched, the hem be­ 
ing sin inch and a half deep, and some­ 
times it is edged with torchon lace in 
flax thread.

When they came home in tho ev ening, 
the dial was finished, Andrew wa s tri­ 
une hunt, 
ev ery tool in the shop 
\v a: nearly or quite ruined. They drov e 
him into the street in a fury of auger 
and contempt. 
His father, now conv inced that ho 
was an idle good 
for nothing, who 
would nev er fully earn his bread, bade 
him go and fir him self for sehoolteach- 
ing, that he called the “ lazy man's 
work " 
Andrew gav e him self to hard study 
for the summer and then went to tho 
astronomer 1 )a\ id Hit tollhouse and asked 
him to lend him a book on conic see 
tions. 
“ How long hav e y ou studied matin 
niaties? “ demanded the great man. 
“ Three months. 
“ And what do y ou know of conic sec 
tions? ” 
Hittenhouse 
rejoined, 
with 
withering contempt. 
But after asking the boy a few ques­ 
tions In* m it only lent him the book, but 
adv ised him not to waste his time in 
the country , but to go to Philadelphia 
and open a mathematical school. 
This poor farm boy was afterward 
General Andrew Porter, an officer in 
the war of the rev olution and an au 
thority on mathematical science in tho 
y oung republic. 
There are plenty of farm hoy s now 
who dislike farm work.

wise to infer that lx x *ause of this indo 
lent disposition they are Andrew Porters 
in embry o.
